»way," >Jid a returned Oneonta soldier 
of the American expeditionary force 
e. year ago. "we were a little inclined 
to stand on street corners and poke 
fun at the meetings o* the Salvation 
army. ~Vfo know now what th* army 
does and -what ic stands for; and no 
loyal American soldier irill laugh at 
Its members, or permit anybody else 
to do so in his presence." 


These are tho words of one -who saw 


service overseas and. crippled for life, 
came back to our shores and bore tes- 
timony. Tho work which the members 
of the Salvation army did In France 
•will be for abiding memory; and yet 
it may be asserted that, -wonderful as 
that -work was, it has its counterpart 
day by day in the service and suffer- 
ing of the members in times of peace; 
tnd in their loialty alike- to the gov- 
ernment of the nation and to the 
King: of Kings. In truth, the- Salva- 
tion army has its heroes alike in. tvar 
and peace. 


One of these heroes was Ensiga 


Charles Clifford of Oneouta. the story 
of whose life and death is doubtless 
well known to most of our readers, 
but -which none the less should at this 
time be recalled. Late last winter En^ 
sign Clifford 
suffered 
from a cold 


which, he had acquired •when caring 
for a distressed woman whom, he had 
met on the streets of this city. In 
spite of this heavy cold he went to 
the assistance of a mother and several 
children, all of whom were suffering 
from the "flu." He found the place in 
bad condition and immediately set 
about putting the 
rooms in order. 


While he was waiting for the doctor 
and nurse whom he had summoned. 
Ensign Clifford scrubbed the floor. In 
uoins this he worked up profuse per- 
•Diratisn. and when the nurse came 
she remonstrated with him lor at- 
tempting to go out in that condition. 
The Ensign, however, had other sick 
ones on his mind and said he thought 
he would be all right, but the sudden 
change from the warm room to the 
cold winter air brought on pneumonia, 
from which he died. To the end he 
was mindful of the poor people in 
whose comfort he was interested, and 
his last words before he died were, 
"Give that poor woman 50 cents." 


His wife, Adjutant Clifford, is still 


Carrying on in Oneonta the work for 
•which the husband gave his life: and 
it is to furnish the funds for those 
who are faithful unto death In this 
great humanitarian work that the 
Salvation Army Home service appeal 
is now b"iag made. 


As earlier noted, the drive for the 


Home service begins on Sunday. The 
eimple story of one who. like his blas- 
ter, gave his life for humanity, should 
bring its own appeal.
